When my portfolio had 4 photos only, it was a little 
more difficult. Being a woman somewhat made it ea- 
sier for me to get in touch with models, but have 
shown them that they could trust me and especially 
ту work. 


What do you prefer taking many photographs or just 
a few during a session but spend more time on each 
опе? 
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What is more important today: mastering the camera or Рһо- 
toshop? 

Obviously the most important is mastering the camera and 
everything else involved when taking a picture (light, composi- 
tion, color ... But it's true that | have met people who prefer to 
"fix" the flaws in Photoshop instead of learning how to solve 
them from the start 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

use a digital camera (Canon 50 Mark І) and 24-70mm (28) 
and 50mm (14) lenses. As of lighting. | have a dedicated ca- 
mera flash and then a set of two studio heads with all its ac- 
cessories. My equipment is limited compared to what many 
photographers have, but so ізгі decided to invest in good qua- 
lity equipment or at least with the type of equipment that suits 
те and that's reliable. 

‘And I don't want to list all the old cameras | havel! I've been co- 
הוושו‎ them for years, Some of them still work, so one of these 
days surely ГИ get back to analog photography. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Right now it's something affordable and people are used to be 
surrounded with images. But in the end one can always see who 
has that special eye for details that show up in their images, 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the final result? 
For me it is paramount! | always say that my images would not 
be the same without the involvement of everyone that made it 
possible. Makeup and styling go hand in hand, as photographer 
and light 


Is there any person you specially would love to have in front of 
your camera? 

There are always people / models which you'd love to photo- 
graph, especially international, as they are out of reach, but | 
never lose hope. People like Dita Von Teese, Ophelia Overdose, 
Dani Divine, Viktoria Modesta, David Bowie .. so many! 


And anyone you would not like to take portraits of at ай? 
It is the first time someone asks me that... would never take а 
picture of any torero, their single presence disgusts me. 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 
| love them both! Everything depends on the picture: there are 
‘some who scream to be in B / W and others in color. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
1 have two: Helmut Newton and Ellen von Unwerth. Both are 
photographers whose portraits show strong, feminine, sensual. 


Haw do you prepare your sessions? 
When | have an idea in my head | usually also know the kind of 
makeup, styling and model | want. So | start looking for people 
that seems suitable for the job. As | mentioned earlier, usually | 
have everything defined before taking my images: lighting, 
background color (ifin a studio), the model poses .. Sometimes 
Teven make sketches of the images | have in my head to show 
and to explain better what I want 
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Yes, it happened once. | won't blame someone 
else, but й happened because the model gave me 
absolutely nothing, И would have been more pro- 
ductive to take pictures of a tree... No matter how 
many ideas | gave her, she did nothing. It was a 
very long session 


Usually | show the complete work of a photo 
shoot, ike people to comment on it. Most of the 
times people give you positive feedback; but 
when we get negative feedback, even offensive 
1o the models, that pisses me off because there. 
is no right to disrespect... There's always some- 
one lke that but that's not going to stop me from 
showing my work. The important thing is that my 
team and | are proud of our work 


Yes they can. I think a key issue for this is Light 
you can express many things depending on how 
You use it. And if you're shooting someone, he 
сап show an attitude that leads you to think of a 
specific feeling 


For me personally, what | like the least is to sit in 
front of a computer and to retouch ... | can be 
more than 8 hours in a photo shoot, | love it 
But | can't stand to be more than 1 hour in front 
of a computer.. although I have to do it. 


it happens sometimes. And several times | 
didn't took notes and I forgot. There's been а 
while since | have one of those inspirations, so 1 
have to search for them looking at pictures, 
books, watching movies 





For several years | have two projects, but I want 
to keep them in secrecy for now. | hope to make 
them one of these days because Im really exci 

ted about them; they re 2 photographic projects, 
each with a special theme. 


Thank you for following my work. And thanks to 


the people, with whom I worked with so far, many 
are stil with me and | appreciate that very much.

How would you define your style and what matters 
inthe paint? 


My style is my own way to use techniques, colors, 
composition and everything that takes place in a 
painting. I think it is not a question to name it, even 
if somebody could think | am kind of expressionist, 
and of course my artis figurative, so, you can de- 
cide by yourself. 


Do you believe painter/artist is underestimated 
and considered a minor art?

How did you get started in painting?

What makes you different from other painters? 
Genetically, naturally, humanely, we all artists are 
same.

How do you think the painting coexists with new 
media?

The same way I don't use 
music to express myself because | am not a musi- 
cian, is the one for me to justify why | use painting 
and not the new media you talk about. | won't use 
any media that | don't feel close to me or in which | 
cannot feel completely on charge. New media are 
for those who can't feel identified with the past 
media. But humanity would be truly stupid if for 
getting or destroying the media from the past just. 
because there are new ones. Plus that the new 
media as video is used to do such shit on TV, that I 
will never want to do it by me. I know that for some 
people ТУ is like God, but not to me. Not because 
something із liked for a majority it is good, and of 
course it is not art 


What is your definition of beauty? 
The art from the past was devoted to beauty, but 
beauty can be just a fashion thing so rm not in the 
searching of beauty, because to me there are many 
other important things. Actually 1 think more on 
passion, love, attraction, eroticism, and it's not al- 
Ways related to beauty or to the beauty that others 
look for. 


Do you have any recommendations for all those pe. 
өріс who start painting? 

If they start as | did, when child 1 won't recommend 
them anything but enjoying and finding their own 
path in life, being sincere and faithful with themsel- 
ves and their art. 


I somebody starts when adult cause he think he 
have lost it in the past, then he would need to be- 
соте a child again, to enjoy and to not to have апу 
exigency about what he can do, cause art needs 
practice, a lot of it, to be done with proficiency. So 
patience is needed, and works, alot of work 


What is the most tedious task in paint art 
learned how to prepare my materials, but it can be 
tedious for me, so | prefer to buy them made, oils, 
canvas, everything. But when painting, when having 
all materials already made, allis pleasure and joy. 


Where does your inspiration come from? 
Inspiration comes with me, with my way to feel 
with my life. When 1 live and feel and experience 
anything in life, then it makes me wanting to ex 
press it. It also happens when looking to an image 
or person or situation that makes me wanting to re- 
present it on painting. It can be a sexual situation, 
a dream, a thought, a wish. 


nd BDSM art? 
Since child had a very important relationship with 
sex, body, nudity and eroticism. It was because for 
my culture and education it was repressed and as 
much as they wanted to educate me on that it had 
more power and it could not be more controlled 
when 1 became a teenager. My father tried to pre 

vent me and to stop me from painting nudes, but 
that gave me more reasons to do it. He said | was 
not at the appropriated age to do it. | was already 
14 and decided to be myself the rest of my life 
There is nothing | care about more that love and | 
think on sex as the expression of love, and nudity 
as the expression of truth. About BDSM situations 
or fetishes, | think people who practice them are 
making physical something that isin their minds or 
in their deeper feelings. To me BDSM practices are 
a representation of how people feel about sexuality, 
power and pleasure in some cultures. It talks tome 
about many things and | think itis one of the best 
ways to represent society, because having sex can 
зау more about humanity than any other activity, 


Future projects? 
In July will open my studio for art practices, where 
BDSM can be also part of them. 1 started adverti 
sing this kind of art workshops for open minded pe 
оріе but nothing has happened yet, plus than some 
exhibitionist wanting to be seen and painted. Of 
course | need more than exhibitionists, | prefer to 
find people interested not only on be seen but also 
representing others and feeling the union between 
art, eroticism, BOSM or any other practices as a 
way to sublimate and make more human the act of 
love, the act of sex. 


nd finally, would you like adding something for our 
readers? 

1 can only say | am a person, a one that live from 
art, with art and for art, where all other activities are 
complementary ones. И can find accomplices, it 
is great to enjoy it together, if not, | really like it 
doing myself

It took almost four hours for the Parade to make its 
way from Baker Street to Whitehall, on a route that in- 
cluded Oxford Street, Regent Street, Piccadilly Circus 
and Trafalgar Square.
